GERMANS SAY 
ALLIES TO BLAME 


"Permitting Fallen Foe To 


Lie Helpless on Ground," 


Says Paper 


No Work or Food—Unrest, 


Terror, Crime and Spread

BERLIN7, Wednesday, March 5. 
(By 


the Associated Press.}—The governing 
hoard of the Society of Physicians Md 
Surgeons has sharply condemned the 
strike tri Germany on the ground that 
it is gravely jeopardizing public health 
through the stoppage of all transporta- 
tion and telephone service as well as 
public utilities. 
Sanitary crews en- 


gaged in checking the spreading of 
spotted and typhus fevers, declare they 
are unable to do their work because 
of the strike. 


The Vorwaorts. the socialist organ, 


reports thai railway employes refuse 
to walk -but, declaring the strike whol* 
ly (he work of "irresponsible political 
wire pullers'1 and that interruption 
of steam traffic would further aggra- 
vate prevailing economic conditions. 
The clerical and station forces in the 
Berlin district have announced that 
they arc standing hack of the present 
govornsient. 


"The present, unrest, terror and crime 


are diseases of the social body which 
it is unable to resist because it has be- 
come weakened through privation and 
loss of blood," says the North German 
Gazette. "The German people can re- 
cuperate only when it receives raw 
products that will permit it to work 
and food in order that it may live. 


"Our enemies are denying us both. 


Their attitude is the real cause ot the 
present crisis and the prevalent crim- 
inal activity. In view of these events, 
they should realize it is contrary to 
the international law of humanity to 
permit a fallen foe to lie helpless on 
the ground. They should not overlook 
the fact that tho successive weaken- 
ing of Germany also reduces its resist- 
ing powers against Bolshevism arid 
that it Is a. dangerous thing to he a 
neighbor to a house 
in 
which the 


Plague is raging."

of the strike. 


The Vorwaerts. the socialist organ, 


reports that railway employes 
refuse 


to walk out, declaring the strike whol- 
ly the work of "irresponsible political 
wire 
pullers'1 and that 
interruption 


of steatn traffic would further aggra- 
vate prevailing economic conditions. 
The clerical and station forces in the 
Berlin district 
have announced that 


they are standing back of the present 
government. 


"The present unrest, terror and crimai 


are diseases of the social body which 
it is unable tu resist because it bar. be- 
cotue weakened through privation and 
oss of blood," says the North German 
Gazette.

WITH THE AMERICAN TROOPS IN 


NORTH RUSSIA, Fob. .1 (Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press).—Begin- 
ning: at Archangel and extending to 
the furthest point south in the forests 
where the north Russian Kxpeditionary 
Forec is operating ajrainst the Bolshe- 
vik or th<? "Bolo," as the soldiers call 
him up here, the work of American 
engineers is evident. 


They went, into almost 
impassable 


swamps in the early autumn and built 
roads. 
blockhouses. 
barracks 
and 


bridges, to say nothing of a corduroy 
road or a railroad switch track now 
and then. In the dead of winter, when 
the thermometer has grone far below 
zero, they have done the same thing in 
the snow. 


Fortunately for the. engineers, their 


most needed supply, wood, has been 
close at 
hand. The. British 
officers 


commanding the expedition have never 
ceased to praise the speed with which 
these Americans have frequently gone 
into a forest and transformed some of 
its trees into livable barracks or block- 
houses in a couple of days. 


The country through which the allied 


and Russian troops arc operating Is, 
for the most part, sparsely settled.
